For the state s sleuth is a 
m an who used to be a horny-hand­

and alert with a fair am ount of 
muscular strength 
His nam e is John Baker.

leaving the farm he has been m ak­ 
ing his home at Falls City.

HOMELESS MEN 


Quarters Furnish Haven 
to Wanderers From 
3ti States. 


Fifth of Transients in 
May Were From 
Nebraska. 


From 
thirty-six states of 
the 
union, from Canada and Mexico 
and Nicaragua, homeless men have 
wandered into the People's city 
mission. 124 South Ninth street, 
spent a nleht or two and gone on 
to places of!erin* a brighter pros­ 
pect of employment, happiness or 


Of the MO transients cared for 
from January I to May 14 of this 
' year et the mission, about IOO were 
Nebraska men. Rev. T. J Hinkln. 
superintendent, points out that this 
is evidence that the minion serves 
Nebraska's own people to a consid­ 
erable extent, lire mission is also 
becoming increasingly popular as a 
community center for men, women 
and children who live In the room­ 
ing houses of the downtown section 
and across "the tracks," A mother s 
club, 
annual 
picnic, 
children's 
meetings and religious services are 
held for these persons. 
During the twelve months just 
preceding May. 7.002 lodgings were 
given to transients free and 2,429 
were paid for either In rash or work 
for the mission Over 11,000 meals 
were served, nearly 2.000 of which 
were worked for. Shoes were fur­ 
nished to 142 and 1.470 garments 
given. The mission secured jobs to 
the number of I 440 for men stay­ 
ing there 
Community chest funds, for the 
moat part, support the mission al­ 
though some men who have money 
pay twenty cents for a night ■ lodg­ 
ing and breakfast Charitable firms 
In the city donate various com­ 
modities and last Thanksgiving day 
the school children brought offer­ 
ing* for dinners. 
As one phase of Its wort, the 
mission 
furnishes 
homeless 
men 
with a bath, a comfortable bed and

If the men are looking for 
ways to earn money they are given 
odd jobs lf such can be found. Peo­

One of the most Important fea­ 
tures of our American courts, par­ 
ticularly of the federal supreme

extraordinary

restraint which freemen have ever 
Imposed upon them selves" Within 
the last few years 
however, this 
right of the courts ha* been chal­ 
lenged ss seral time* It la my pur­ 
pose. in this essay, to show why 
the courts have been given this 
power. The question may be simply 
and correctly answered by saying 
th at the courts are thus empowered 
because of the consent end supper* 
of the masses of the people 
I 
maintain that this Is not a suf­ 
ficiently specific reason, for the 
power residing in all department* 
of government comes from the 1 #0 - 
ple There are, for every such in­ 
stitution, historical theoretical, and 
practical reason* for its existence 
The question, aa stated at the 
beginning, includes all courts of 
America, which I have construed 
to mean the United States, and not 
merely the federal supreme court. 
Since the letter's decrees are au­ 
thoritative and since tis decisions 
are precedent* for the other court* 
of our country, I shall consider 
principally whv the power exist* in 


the federal judiciary Few of the 
reasons I shall give are not ap­ 
plicable to the state courts also. 
The power of the courts to declare 
legislative enactment* unconstitu­ 
tional has repea*cdly been termed 
one 
of 
the 
moat a distinctively 
America** phases of our govern­ 
ment; but we find that a similar 
power existed ‘in ancient govern­ 
ments. in medieval England and 
even in the American colonies be­ 
fore the union was formed 
Early Historical Precedent*. 
Our form of government, with 
its triple division of {sowers, bears 
* close resemblance to the old 
Roman and Athenian government* 
In Rome the powers or government 
were divided between the comitia 
centurtata. who made the laws, the 
consuls, whose duty was to enforce 
the laws, and the praetors, whose 
duty It was to administer the laws. 
The Roman praetor wa* "the au­ 
thoritative expounder for the time 
being of legal principles, and the 
En o n who set in motion and con- 
died the whole machinery of the 
Roman law.** In ancient Athens, 
fhe governmental power was simi­ 
larly divided between the assembly, 
which made the laws, the archons. 
whose function was to carry the 
laws into effect, and the high court 
of Areopagus, whose duty was to 
administer justice, and who had 
the 
supervising power and au th ­ 
ority" Thus we see that, in Athena 
and Horne, this court exercised the 
power of interpretation, of auiier- 
vtalon and authority,** Thus we see 
that. in Athens and Rome, this 
court exercised the power of inter­ 
pretation of supervision and auth­ 
ority," 
However, 
historical 
pre­ 
cedents wherein the power was ex­ 
ercised are not limited to Rome 
*nd Athens In England, four chief 
justices intimated that an act of 
parliament, if against common law 
might be treated as null and void ’* 
The power of declaring legislative 
enactment* void was even practiced 
for a time. Sir Edward Coke <1652- 
1663), the chief advocate of the 
power

‘ained in opposition to King James 
I, th at reason and the common 
law as interpreted by the courts*’ 
must be looked ufon a* superior

opinion, however, later gave way to

it should be borne in mind that

Power Used Before 1863. 
Before the famous Marbury vs. 
Madison decision of 1803 the power

ads me first use of it wa* by 
the loros of 
trade, a commission 
created in 1843 to judge all matters 
pertaining to the English colonies in 
America .Ashley', in "The American 
Federal 8tate " 
says. "In 
colonial 
times the lord of trade exercised this 
power in the germ by declaring null 
and void a law of the polony <New 
England * which 
they thought wa* 
contrary either to the charter or to 
the laws of England." James Beck 
in 'The Constitution of the United 
States," says that, prior to the con­ 
stitutional 
convention, 
numerou* 
state courts 
had followed 
Justice 
Coke s "famous dictum** and had de­ 
clared sets of state legislature* un­ 
constitutional. The renowned pat­ 
riot. James Olla, affirmed, in 1761. 
that an act against the constitution 
abd natural equity la void, and th at 
executive court* must pass such an 
act into disuse. John Adams wrote. 
in 1763. that the stamp act ought to 
be waived by the Judges as against 
natural equity and the constitution. 
When the colonic* declared their 
independence and formed govern­ 
ment* of their own they readily ac- 
quiesed in the power of the judic­ 
iary to pass on the constitutionality 
of legislative arts. Ashley says that 
the exercise of this power by the 
state court* was asserted three times 
in the period 1776-1717. One of the 
meet notable cases was Trevet 
va. 
Weeden <1786* in which the Rhode 
Island courts nullified an act of the 
legislature and tried, unsuccemflilly 
to enforce the decision. New

In the Constitutional convention 
no direct resolution to empower the 
courts to declare legislative enact­ 
ments void was ever offered.

It i* known, also, that 
the existence of the power of Judic­ 
ial review was denied by only four 
member* of the convention.

Patrick Henry said, "I take it aa the 
highest encomium on this country 
(Virginia) that the acts of the state 
legislature, if unconstitutional, are 
liable to be opposed by the Judiciary. 
Marshall declared that act* of con­

BUEN ALL SESSIONS WERE SECRET. 
There has been some progress, even In the United 
States senate since that institution was established 
following the adoption of the constitution In 1787, and 
that being the case It is not beyond possibility that 
the time may come when members of that body will 
be willing to vote on presidential nominations in the 
broad, open light of the day. 
For it should be re­ 
membered that in the beginning of our government 
« rgltv 
all sessions of the senate were secret, and it was not 
5 
until after years of struggle that the public was fin­ 
ally admitted to hear a part of what was done in the 
upper house. 
In this connection it is Interesting to know that 
Aaron Burr was one of those chiefly responsible for 
bringing about this reform, his election to and ser­ 
vices in the senate being In great measure responsi­ 
ble for the enmity exhibited toward him by Alexan­ 
der Hamilton, who was Intensely interested in keep­ 
ing governmental affairs from the knowledge of the 
plebeian public. Burr was elected to the senate from 
New York In 1791, succeeding 
and defeating Philip 
Schuyler, Hamilton * father-in-law, austere old aris­ 
tocrat. who shared in every way the views of his tal­ 
ented son-in-law 
From the time of 
that election 
Hamilton's letters teemed with expressions of repug­ 
nance toward Burr, though prior to then there had 
been no indication of that feeling 
Hamilton wanted men of the stripe of Schuyler in 
the senate and he wanted the sessions secret, for his 
financial plans were extremely unpopular, and not 
everyone eared to vote for them In the face of popu­ 
lar disapproval.
